“Despite the effect of the 
drouth in parts’ of the Piedmont,” 
said Mr. Guard, “we believe that the 
recent rains will. still bring a fair 
yield of cotton. The corn looks good 
and even in’ the driest spots the 
growers refuse to be down-hearted. 

“I am deeply impressed by the 
wonderful crops of peaches and 
watermelons. It seems a pity that 
the growers of the southeast have not 
unitedly made arrangements to mar- 
ket their luscious perishables in an 
orderly -way.. Right here looms one 
of your greatest problems and we hope 
to be able to assist as much as we 
ean through our agricultural founda- 


tion.

The validation of Texas road bonds, 
which had been declared invalid by 
the United States supreme court in 
the celebrated Archer county ase, 
was one of the principal issues in the 
campaign. and others demand- 
ed a aa session of the legislature 
to validate the boxds. Governor Fer- 
guson replied that the demand was a 
political. move, and in a rev- 
eral weeks ago at Wichita Falls, Mr. 
Ferguson declared that only the peo- 
ple of the road district involved could 
validate the bonds. 

While the Archer county bonds. to- 
tal about $90,000, there are about 
$100,000,000 worth of bonds affected 
by the supreme court decision.

Miller was an opponent 
of Ferguson during the impeachment 
trial of 1917 when James E. Fergu- 
son was stripped of his governorshiv 
by a vote of the state senate and 
placed under a ban never to hold 
public office again in Texas. But 
when Miller began his campaign for 
lieutenant governor two years ago, 
he found that both he and the Fer- 
gusons were fighting the Ku Klux 
Klan and their political fortunes na- 
turally joined.

_ With Attorney General Mody’s elec- 
tion in November a foregone conclu- 
sion he will succeed to the governor- 
ship January 18, next. 

If the legislature convenes Septem- 
ber 13, it is not believed the matters 
before it will take more than a few 
weeks for disposal.

they may get from their ordinary re- 
ligions instruction. Many religious 
leaders seem to hold that opinion. 
"hey scarcely take into account the 
enormous influence of unreligious or 
honreligions factors in the informa- 
tion or misinformation, not to call it 
education, of the child. If we hesi- 
tate to teach the child the truth, and 
the vicious or unreligious or immoral! 
source of information or misinforma- 
tion is not only available to the child 
but literally thrust upon bim and 
made as easy and as attractive as 
possible, the child’s mind is certain 
to be debauched. os 

I do not know what the religious 
instruction of, the commodore’s son ia, 
but I believe the boy is getting the 
finest possible moral training— a pre- 
cept in every wallop. Not that a borx- 
ing match comprises the moral edu- 
cation of a bey, but in this instance 
the gloves are padded with parental 
and filial affection. The man is his

The hitching and unhitching of hu- 
man beings has come to be one of 
the leading industries of this free 


and easy nation. ; 

Many social and humanitarian 
philosophers “view with alarm’’ the 
gtywing practice of wedded persons 
getting uncoupled at the courthouses, 
and some foolosophers are eager to 
“stem the evil’’ by a uniform marriage 
and diverce law. But that is being 
strenuously fought against by stick- 
fers for state’s rights.and quasi free 
lovers. 

The latest total figures are for 
1924 and show that in that year 
the.e was one divorce to nearly every 
seven marr-ages; so that the chances 
are 6 to 1 that a marriage will stay 
put. That is not so bad a gamble, con- 
sidering the doctrine of chances in 
the common games of life, 

In the realm of trade the chances 
are 9 to 1 against a busin ery 
becoming solvent for the Tifetime 0 
ths adventurer. Ninety-five per cent 
of merchants fail to make their jack. 

That the life of man und woman in 
cahoots is growing more difficult amid 


| the complexities of our modern civili- 


zation is deplorably true. In 1870 
less than 1 per cent of the married 
population got divorced, but in 1923 
there were four times as many. The 
married population in 1870 was 1,235 
to each divorce, but in 1923 was only 
277 to each unhitchment. 

Georgi.. registers much hetter than 

the general average for the married 
people in this state in 1923 were 637 
to each divorce; but that was a drop 
of 51 from the showing’ in 1916. 
_ In 1924 we had 32,491 marriages 
in Georgi. and 1,902 divorces. Many 
of the marriages were between elopers 
from surrounding states and many of 
the divorces were between “ante- 
lopers” from the same regions who 
came into the state solely to get them- 
selves pried arart easier than they 
could have it done at home, South 
Carolina, for instance, prohibits any 
legal divorce and many of her cat- 
figt<‘s are transferred; to our most ac- 
commodating courts. ° 

It is a singular fact that New York 
has more married population to each 
divorce than any other state tn the 
union. To read about the morals of 
New York you would guess the other 


way. ’ 

There are 52 systems of md@rriage 
and divorce laws under the Ameri- 
= flag, and it is plainly possible un- 

er them for a man and woman to 
be a married couple in one state and 
yet divorced in an adjoining state. 
Such cases have been aired in the 
courts recently.

There 
is a legend in Washington that in the 
old house in Georgetown where he 
has spent his winters for many years 
contains a trunk of letters and fi mere 
which have never been seen by Abra- 
ham Lincoln's biographers. 

Lincoln lived here for many years, 
but to the people of the capital he was 
a legendary figure. 

The son of Abraham Lincoln not 
éniy avoided contacts, he almost 
shunned them, For many years, fol- 
lowing retirement from his active 
business life, he spent his winters 
here, but there are few who ever saw 
him, or if they did, knew who he was. 

He was a recluse, almost a hermit. 
He made one public appearance, when 
the magnificent memorial to his father 
on the Potomac was dedicated a few 
years ago.

- In closing, Senator George declared 
that the biggest problem of America 
today is how to earry the government 
back to the ple who made it, and 
there is no class of people more able 
to do this than are the rural letter 
carriers who go into every vale and 
hamlet of the country. he said. 
Touching briefly on the expense of 
the postal department, the senator de- 
clared that it is not the business of 
the government to make money out 
of what it does for the people, but 
rather to rendér a real ce. 

Mr. Land gave a history of rural 
free delivery, stating that it was two 
Georgians, Thomas E. Watson and 
Charles F. Crisp, who led the move- 
ment. in congress in the nineties for 
an appropriation for an experiment of 
delivering mail at the farmers’ door. 

“No other single instrumentality,” 
said Mr. Land, “has done more than 
the rural mail service toward bring- 
ing the city to the country and reliev- 
ing the prosaic existence of farm life, 
or has been as effective in establish- 
ing closer contact between the farmer 
and his markets. It has been the most 
important factor in making agricul- 
ture an exacting business instead of its 
one-time precarious classification 
which conveyed no broader meaning 
than ‘tilling the soil.”’ 

“The postal service has always been 
on the heels of the pioneer settlers 
and this service today bears out the 
motto: ‘Where American Citizens Go, 
the Mails Go.’ 

“Few institutions in the history of 
American progress can be credited 
with a more salutary effect upon the 
march of that prperess than the rural 
mail service of the postoffice depart- 
ment. 

“The educative value of good books, 
periodicals, farm journals, religious 
magazines and ES egg has always 
been recognized. These have been 
available to the town people but not 
until the establishment of the rural 
free delivery were they available to 
the farmer to any great extent. Since 
the establishment ef the rural deliv- 
ery the Georgia library commission 
sends books into the rural schools and 
homes of almost every county of this 
state. Rural teachers may get the best 
books on education and the boy and 
girl and mother and father may have 
sent them desirable books with no 
cost except postage... Many local li- 
braries take advantage of the rural 
route to send books to rural families 
and schools free of cost.”’

ROAD DEPARTMENT 
HT BY CARSWELL 


Dublin, Ga., July 26.—(?)—A com- 
plete reorganization of the state high- 
way department and the state depart- 
ment.of agriculture was advocated here 
today by George H. Carswell in ad- 
dressing Dublin voters in behalf of his 
campaign for the governorship. 

The tax on automobile owners, he 
said, was approximately three-times 
the ad valorem tax of 8e clate. This 
money, he charged, was not being used 
correctly on permanent roads, as in- 
tended. He also alleged that no show- 
ing was ever made for thousands of 
dollars’ worth of equipment given the 
state highway department by the 
United States government. 

Mr. Carswell said he did not be- 
lieve individual counties should be 
taxed and bonded for paved roads 


which, when completed, would belong 
to the state and to the national gov- 
ernment. 

He charged the highway depart- 
ment with sending “six inexperienced 
college boys on a junket trip to Cali- 
fornia at a cost to the taxpayers of 
$3,000.” He asserted that the boys 
were sons of politicians and charged 
that the state auditor daréd not’ make 
another audit of the highway depart- 
ment until after the primary. 

The question of bonds, he said, was 
not up to the governor, but to the 
people's representatives and voters of 
the entire state. 

He concluded with a plea for bet- 
ter common schools and general edu- 
cational facilities.

All Walton county is shadowed 
with sadness over the death of former 
Governor McDaniel, which took place 
at his home here Sunday afternoon. 

The distinguished Georgian passed 
out quietly and tranquilly, his lips 
parted in a smile. Sitting by his 
bedside and holding his hand as the 
life tide ebbed, was his devoted wife, 
who for more than 60 years has been 
his happy companion and the inspira- 
tion of many of the achievements of 
his notable public career, Nearby 
were crouped the children, grandchil- 
dren and other close relatives. 

The singular devotion existing be- 
tween Governor McDaniel and his 
wife has been one of the finest and 
most affecting characteristics of their 
long and useful lives. It might be 
said they had been sweethearts since 
that July morning in 1861 when 
Lieutenant MeDaniel, radiant with 
hope and purpose, went out to war 
and was. presented with a silken flag 
by the women of the community. 

The speech of presentation was 
made by Miss Hester C. Felker, who 
later became his wife. At the in- 
sistence of local Confederate veterans, 
Mrs. McDaniel again presented the 
flag to her husband at the dedication 
of Walton county’s monument to Con- 
federate heroes on the courthouse 
square in Monroe June 1, 1907. 

Aside from his distinguished war 
record and conspicuous public service, 
Governor McDaniel was a prominent 
churchman and made many liberal 
donations to religious, patriotic and 
educational purposes. His long con- 
nection with the University of Georgia 
as trustee and chairman of the board 
was signalized by sineere and high- 
minded service. :

FRENDS START 
BOOM FOR BORA 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 
Washington, July 26.—Senator Bo- 
rah, of Idaho, will be a candidate for 
the next republican nomination wheth- 
er President Coolidge runs or not. 
For some time Wasbington has be- 


lieved that Borah would run. He 
has been mentioned as a probably 
candidate almost daily during the last 
few weeks. 

Now, without any initiative on his 
part, an organization is developing. 

It is composed of volunteers who 
are working quietly. Letters are 
reaching Borah daily asking for per- 
mission to organize “Borah-for-Presi- 
dent” clubs. This effort has been 
discouraged by the senator but never- 
theless activity is proceeding quietly. 

Time Not Ripe. 

_ Borah does not feel that this is the 
time for him to set up as a presi- 
dential candidate because it would 
cause hit every action to be discount- 
ed. He is interested in certain ques- 
tions like prohibition and the world 
court. His present activity is con- 
fined to developing sentiment in be- 
half of his views. Borah realizes 
that his primary strength is in the 
issues with which he has identified 
himself. He will continue to make 
these his greatest asset. ‘ 

But a political. organization is 
needed underneath to make this senti- 
ment effective. Organizations must 
be built up in many states to obtain 
favorable delegates to the national 
convention. This phase of the Borah 
movement is now beginning to develop, 
entirely through volunteers who havé 
confidence in Borah’s strength as a 
candidate. For the present the sen- 
ator is content to let this activity 
take its norma] course. Like any 
other candidate with any political 
sense, he does not intend to commit 
himself publicly until fairly near con- 
vention time. But it can be stated 
that his name will go before the con- 
vention and there wil] be a fight.

The banking, commercial, and gen- 
eral economic. situation in Georgia 
was not reflected in the recent clos- 
ing of 86 small banks in this state, 


a statement issued Monday by the 
Atlanta Clearing House association, 
and signed by F. Glenn, 
president, said. ; 

The statement called attention to 
the fact that no national banks were 
involved, that only one small member 
of the federal reserve system closed, 
and that all the 86 nks which 
¢ were small institutions. capi- 
talized at only $10,000 to $25.000. 
It also brought out that the small 
banks were members of a chain head- 
ed by the Bankers’ Trust company, 
of Atlanta, and that when this bank, 
which acted as fiscal agent for the 
closed banks. ceased operation, the 
small banks had to close. 

Agricultural, commercial and in- 
dustrial conditions in Georgia are at 
a higher level of prosperity thah in 
years, the statement declared. 

The full statement, signed by Mr. 
Glenn, follows: 

“The recent closing of 86 small 
state banks in Georgia, including 21 
branches, in no wise reflects general 
banking. business, or economic con- 
ditions in the state. 

“Of the banks which have tempor- 
arily suspended business, 83 were 
identified with a single chain. A 
number of these are regarded by the 
state banking department as solvent 
and are expected to resume business 
as soon as they can make conections 
to replace those of the Bankers’ Trust 
company, of Atlanta, whose bank- 
ruptey was responsible for their clos- 
ing. It is significant that the closed 
banks do not include a sitigle national 
bank and only one small member of 
the federa] reserve system. It was 
particularly significant that the par- 
ent institution was a holding com- 
pany and did not operate under the 
provisions of the state banking laws 
and therefore was not amenable to 
the direction and inspection system 
nor supervision in any way of the 
state banking department of Georgia. 

“The effect of these suspensions has 
been neither widespread nor severe, 
and at present a sound spirit of con- 
fidence is felt throughout the state. 
The banks of the state are amply able 
to take care of the merchant, manu- 
facturer and farmer. } 

“The Georgia buiness and cconomic 
situation has never been more fa- 
vorable. Crops of splendid promise are 
within 30 to 60 days of maturity. 
Peaches, melons and truck crops are 
being marketed in good volume and at 
good prices. On August 2, the tobacco 
markets are open in 21 south Georgia 
cities, and both production and grade 
are excellent. Cotton and peanuts 
will be harvested next, and both these 
crops show exceptional promise. Corn, 
small grain and other crops assure 
better yield than for five preceding 
years. : 

“The same bright situation exists 
with regard to commerce and manu- 
facturing. Merchandise distribution is 
at a high level, even during the un- 
usually quiet summer season. Build- 
ing permits mount steadily. Sales ac- 
tivity on both eity and farm_prop- 
erty is: marked. Capital expenditures 
by eastern and western enterprises for 
southern factories. distribution ware- 
houses and branches are constantly 
increasing. 

“In brief, except for the temporary 
inconvenience caused by a closing of 
these: banks, there is no factor in the 
business outlook for Georgia which is 
not of a favorable nature.”

With the erection of the huge plant 
of Sears, Roebuck & Co. in Atianta 
passes one of the city’s most ancient 
landmarks—one that is older than the 
city itsel® and one closely knitted 
with the history of the city. ‘once 
de Leon spring has been “capped” and 
turned into a sewer and the spot is 
under the east wing of the buiiding 
on Ponce de Leon avenue. 

Ponce de Leon spring played an 
important part in Atlanta’s history. 
Because of the medicinal properties 
contained in the water, it received its 
name from the gentleman named L’vnce 
de Leon, who sought the “founta:n of 
youth” in America. While it was 
never claimed that the waters vf the 
Atlanta Ponce de Leon spring would 
restore youth, yet it was claimed it 
would restore health. 

As far back as the history of the 
section goes, Ponce de Leon spring 
was visited. by hundreds of pereuns, 
who carried the water away in bot- 
tles and jugs, and the path to the 
spring became so beaten that it de- 
veloped into a road and wag named 
Ponce de Leon avenue. 

In days past it was a famous re- 
sort, the grounds being a_ faverite 
spot for picnics, chautauquas were 
held there and at one time it- was 
converted into an amusement park.

The body of George Weatherly, 27, 
of 199 Courtland street, who was shot 
to death in the apartment of Mr. and 


Mrs. J. D. Stiinger, of the same ad- 
dress, early Sunday morning, was laid 
to rest :n West View cemetery Mon- 
day afternoon, following funeral serv- 
ices held at the chapel of H. M. Pat- 
terson « Son at S o’clock. 

A coroner’s jury, composed of six 
members, fou. 
fessional men, decided in less than 10 
minutes that th> slaying was justi- 
fiable homicide, discharging from cus- 
today J. D. Stringer, 27. who ad- 
mitted having fired t’ : fatal shot, mis- 
taking young W_ therly for a burglar. 

The hearing waxed tense when 
Mrs. W. C. Wall, aged foster mot: *r 
of the slain youth, and Stringer, took 
the witness stand. 

Although Coroner Paul Donehoo 
strove to save Mrs. Wall the strain 
of a lengthy narration, she frequently 
disregarded the coroner and exclaimed 
“he was my boy. I raised him from 
an infant, his mothet, who was my 
niece, dying when he was born. 
have al,ays had him with me 
he was such a good boy.” 

Details of Shotting Told. 

Mrs. Wall almost collapsed as she 
identified a flashlight belonging to 
Weatherly. This flashlight was held 
by the coroner. id had been found 
by police, they testified, in the chair 
beside the winduw opening onto Eat 
Illis street, through which young 
Weatherly. is supposed to have entered 
the Stringer apartment. 

Stringer shot the young man. he 
testified, believeing him to be a 
burglar. “In the dark, I thought he 
was a negro. There had been so 
many burglaries in our neighborhood 
of late that I made it a practice of 
sleeping with my pistol beneath my 

mattress. My wife awakened me ~, 
striking me across the chest. exclaim- 
ing there was a man in the room. 
Taking a quick look I saw no one 
and told her she must be dreaming. 

“She then drew suddenly to my side 
of the bed as if shrinking ey 
terror from something. saying ‘yes, 
there is some one ir here: there he 
is! There he .” 

“T raised ups > my elbows and 
looked across to her side of the bed 
and saw the crouch’ .; form of aman. 
as she called, ‘Who is it? Who fs it?’ 
There was no response. 

“Grabbing my pistol, I cocked it. 
and then hesitated a moment, fearing 
that it could be I was not fiflly 
awake, or that it was some one we 
might know and who had come in on 
a friendly mission.
